To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro in the County of Carroll, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Moultonboro Central School in 
said Moultonboro on Tuesday the 2nd day of March, 1976 at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon to act upon Article 1 of this warrant. 


Article 2 and the remaining articles of the warrant to be taken up at 
8:00 P.M. The polls will close at 6:00 P.M. 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Treasurer, Clerk, Tax 
Collector, one Highway Agent, one Selectman for three years and such 
other Officers and Agents as the voters may deem necessary. 


2. Toraise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary 
to repair Highways and Bridges in said Town. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,037.63 for Town Road Aid. 


4. Tosee ifthe Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for 
State Aid Reconstruction. 


5. Tosee if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes for the current year maintenance and operating 
expenses and that the Selectmen be authorized to issue notes therefor, 
which notes are to be paid out of the tax receipts of the current year as 
provided by Acts of 1953, Chapter 258 and any amendments thereto. 


6. Tosee if the Town will vote to allow a two percent discount on taxes 
paid in full up to fifteen days after the issue of the tax bills by the Collector. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize withdrawal from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972 for use as set-offs against budget ap- 
propriations in the amount indicated; and, further authorize the Select- 
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men to make pro rata reductions in the amounts if estimated entitlements 
are reduced or take any other action hereon:

8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,946.00 for the Police Department, this sum to supplement the Revenue 
Sharing Funds making a total Police Budget of $35,435.00. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,500.00 to repair roofs on the Fire Stations located on Holland Street and 
Moultonboro Neck Road. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the Old Center Harbor Post 
Office for the sum of $54,000.00. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to empower the Selectmen to borrow the 
sum necessary and to issue Serial Notes or Bonds in the name and on the 
credit of the Town and to fix the time and place of payment, the rate of 
interest, terms and maturities and provide for the sale thereof, all in 
accordance with New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated 1955, 
Chapter 33, known as the ‘‘Municipal Finance Act’’ and any amendments 
thereto, for the purchase of the Old Center Harbor Post Office. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$25,000.00 for the construction of the Phase II portion of the Moultonboro 
Recreational Area. 


13. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the Health Officer, the Lakes Region Hospital, the Huggins 
Hospital, and the Carroll County Mental Health Service, Inc. 


14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,810.00 for Bicentennial activities as proposed by the Bicentennial 
Committee. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$1,402.22, which is 1-100 of one percent of the assessed valuation of the 
Town, to the Lakes Region Association for the purpose of publicizing and 
promoting the natural advantages and resources of the Town, in 
cooperation with other Towns in the Lakes Region. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to enact an ordinance whereby ‘‘All 
dogs shall be leashed or under the owners control at all times.” For the 
intent of this ordinance, ‘‘Under Owners Control’’ shall mean on ones own 
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property, and or; the animal is trained to stay within a close proximity to 
its owner or handler, and will return to its owner or handler promptly 
when called or ordered. ‘‘Close Proximity”’ is used to allow for the training 
of, and hunting with dogs. By Petition. 


17. Toseeif the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, 
contract for, and accept grants of Federal or State Aid, or both, as may be 
available in the future. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000.00 for Insurance Benefits for full time Town Employees. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,700.00 to Survey and Lay Out a Right of Way to a width of 50 feet for the 
Ferry Road and the First Neck Road, and to authorize the withdrawal for 
this purpose from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the 
provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 


20. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into 
a two-year contract with the Kemp-Symonds Ambulance Service to 
guarantee ambulance service for the Town for two years (April 1, 1976 to 
April 1, 1978) and to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 per year for 
this purpose.

Report of Board of Directors 


Annual Report - 1975 


The Moultonboro Visiting Nurse Service has once more completed a 
most successful and rewarding service to our community. The total of 
patient visits have increased rapidly each year, the total for 1974 was 795 
and the total visits this year were 971. The individual patients seen were 
75, but these required a total of 971 office and house visits by our nurses. 


We still maintain our Visiting Nurse Service as a part-time 
organization, Monday thru Friday 8-12 noon. The nurse is in her office 
from 8 to 8:30 each morning and again from 11:30 to 12:00 noon, to take 
phone calls and pre-arranged office visits. 


Last August Mrs. King, R.N., our regular nurse was suffering from a 
back injury and it was necessary to use our replacement nurse full time. 
Mrs. Annalise Schroeder, our former replacement nurse was unable to 
take over at that time so thought it best to send in her resignation which 
was effective September 5, 1975. At this time we hired Mrs. Vickie 
Holland, R.N. to be our replacement nurse. 


The board of Directors continues to have 13 members elected by a 
committee consisting of one member of the Board and the Selectmen of 
the town.

Annual Report 1975 


We are in our fifth year of nursing service to the Town of Moultonboro. 
Our hours are 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon daily. With the increase of referrals 
from physicians and hospitals we had 971 house and office visits to 75 in- 
dividuals; a 22 percent increase over 1974. In addition, there were con- 
sultations and conferences with doctors, nurses, social workers and other 
agencies in the county and state. This has made it necessary to use our 
replacement nurse more, (Mrs.) Vicki Holland R.N. 


On October 16, 1975 we held a very successful Adult Health Screening 
at the Moultonboro Lions Club. With over 100 people attending. We had the 
cooperation of the State Department of Public Health; doctors, dentist, 
nurses; and many fine volunteers. The visiting nurse service followed up 
on retesting of diabetes and checking blood pressures. 


The Continuing Education courses that were attended this year were: 
“Death and Dying’’; ‘“‘Neglected and Abused Child Workshop’’; and, 
‘“‘Mental Health and Drugs.”’ We also gave a short talk to the Sandwich 
Men’s Club of how our service was started and grew. 


Again, I would like to thank all cooperating physicians as well as the 
Board of Directors and Medical Advisory Board of the Nursing Service for 
their continued help and assistance. We appreciate the contributions of 
medical supplies from various individuals, the Lions Club and Red Cross. 
We also appreciate the many who help in the transportation of this 
equipment.

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Summer Recreation Report 


The Moultonboro summer recreation program got underway during 
the last week of June and continued thru the 15th of August. 


As in the past the program proved to be a great success as is verified 
by the following — the number of children participating on a regular basis 
in both the swimming and playground programs rose considerably over 
that of 1974. In the playground program alone average daily attendance 
rose to better than 25 with number of girls and boys fairly evenly divided. 
This helped us to plan and create activities which were both motivating 
and challenging to the children involved. Day trips on the Mt. Washington, 
up Red Hill, to Squam Lakes Science Center and Canobie Lake Park were 
just a few highlights of a busy and fun summer program. It is hoped that 
next summer we will be able to continue day trips which will take greater 
advantage of Moultonboro’s many geographical assets. 


The swimming program at Long Island and States Landing beaches 
was run for a six week period beginning after the July 4th holiday. The 
following totals for both beaches indicate the number of children who 
participated on each of the different levels: Beginners, 53; Advanced 
Beginners, 40; Intermediate, 30; Swimmers, 13; Basic Survival, 11. 


Although every participant did not master all the skills necessary to 
pass his-her level, much was learned by all. The skills information left by 
our instructors will be used in placing the children on an appropriate level 
for next Summer’s program. 


Many thanks go to Sandy Pace, Wendy Worth, Joel White and the 
Town Selectmen for their effort on behalf of the children of Moultonboro. 
Special thanks go to the parents of all participants — without your effort in 
transporting your children and in supporting our programs success would 
not be possible.

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Report of Recreational Committee 


Although the Recreational Study Committee’s duties ceased at the 
1975 Town Meeting, the Selectmen asked the committee to remain to 
advise and assist in following through on the recreational proposal ac- 
cepted at Town Meeting. 


After the Town Meeting, 1975, Rist Frost engineers from Laconia, NH 
were retained. 


Plans for the playground were drawn up along with obtaining the 
Dredge and Fill permit necessary. The plans and permit were submitted 
to the B.O.R. (Bureau of Outdoor Recreation) for approval in July. 


Bids for the job were requested in September but no bids were 
received. Again bids were requested after some changes were made in the 
bid specifications. This time five bids were received. Ambrose Brothers 
submitted the lowest bid and it was accepted. 


Notice of approval from the B.O.R. came from Washington on 
December 19. The approval was too late in the year to begin construction 
in 1975 although all approvals and plans are ready as soon as the weather 
permits. The approvals and bid are for Phase I, which is the playing field, 
basketball court and parking area.. 


Phase II would be the tennis courts which the Town Meeting will 
consider. If approved at the Town Meeting again plans must be submitted 
to the B.O.R. for approval. We believe Phase II would be expedited much 
quicker due to the fact that plans are already done and we are more 
familiar with the requirements of Washington.

This year seemed to show no improvement in the area of criminal 
activity. Although there were more incidents of burglary and theft the 
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value of the items taken were not nearly as great as other years. 


There were more accidents covered by your local police in 1975. The 
numbers printed in this report do not reflect all the criminal or motor 
vehicle activity covered in Moultonboro. The State Police receive and take 
care of a large number of complaints and these are not tallied in this 
report. 


The 1971 Plymouth was replaced in June with a 1975 Plymouth. This 
car has been a great improvement. Many items of new equipment were 
added to the cruisers this year such as wrecking bars, ropes, jumper 
cables, shotguns, oxygen and rain gear. 


A curriculum leading to an Associates Degree in Criminal Justice is 
being offered by St. Anselms College. Two courses each were completed 
this year by your officers. We plan to continue these courses at least as far 
as it is relevant to our work. The N.H. Police Standards and Training 
Council offers classes in Police Prosecution and Drug Identification, 
which were attended by your officers. These courses have been a great 
help. Police work, today, requires continuous training due to changes in 
the law and procedures. 


It is becoming increasingly obvious that two police officers are finding 
it difficult to handle all the incoming complaints and investigate all of 
them thoroughly. A great deal of time is spent in court and in doing 
paperwork necessary for court. This must be done, but it does interrupt 
normal patrol activity. There is more than sufficient work to be done to 
warrant a third full time officer. We should not have to depend on other 
police agencies to assume our police responsibilities. 


Again, the cooperation with other law enforcement agencies has been 
excellent. Citizens have been prompt in reporting suspicious situations 
and this is greatly appreciated. Together with cooperation we hope to 
make a Safer and better community.

Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


Moultonboro 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, the 
Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and several 
deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every three years. The 
town or city warden is responsible for maintaining a force of men and 
adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that occurs in his town or 
city during his term of appointment to suppress any wildfire that occurs in 
his town or city during his term of appointment. The fire warden must 
authorize all open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. No 
open fires can be authorized between 9 a.m. and5p.m., unless it is raining, 
without the additional permission of the state district fire chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground is not covered 
with snow must first obtain the written permission of the forest fire 
warden. Camp and cooking fires also require the warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire Service, 
assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements by training the 
warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression tactics, making hand 
tool suppression equipment available at fifty percent of cost, supplying 
pieces of Federal excess property for use as fire attack vehicles and 
sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppression costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. Smokey 
Bear is availlable from the Forest Fire Service for local fire prevention 
programs. Posters and Junior Ranger kits are available for distribution 
by local fire departments upon request to the Forest Fire Service. Each 
forest fire warden is expected tocarry on a continuous wildfire prevention 
program within his town or city.
